AI.UAKT.—The Coukling men open up

They say they expected nothing more 
than to get tue names ot the candidates 
before the legislature.

Hag's resigning is abandoned, lie will 
fight it out to tae end. The stalwart lead- 
ers held a conference last night, and as a 
result claim to have Bellied upon a plan 
of action wliich tliey claim will insure 
auccpss, Tjiclr plan Js not announced, 


but it is rumored to concern an adjourn- 
ment. If nine senators who voted for 
Conkling will combine with the seven 
democrats an adjournment can be brought 
about with the casting vote of the Lieut. 
Governor. Conkling is confident that if 
his case goes before the people with an 
opportunity for a personal canvass that 
he can be easily be re-elected. Th.e dem- 
ocrats are anxious to bring about an ad- 
journment, and some such coalition may 
be made. The administration men last 
night decided not to put any candidate in 
the field to-day, and so voted again on the 
go-as-you please plan. There are some 
who think a Senator may be elected in 
Plan's place before the end of the week, 
but the general opinion is against so early 
a solution of the difficulty. It will re- 
quire eighty-one votes to elect, and to se- 
cure eighty-one votes a general stampede 
would be necessary! The balloting will 
probably go on for several weeks unless 
an adjournment can be brought about.

ST. Louis, June 1.—One vlay last week 


John Fitzpatrick, formerly a, passenger of 
the Southern Express Company, and H. 
King, baggage man of the Iron Mountain 
Railroad Company, were seen in Texar- 
konia, Tex., wearing some very hand- 
some and costly badges set with dia- 
monds and other precious jewels bear- 
ing inscriptions showing that they had 
been presented to Gen. Grant. The men 
were drunk at the time and the badges 
were taken from them and sent to the 
manager, Col. Saper. of this city, but the 
men were not arrested. 
Since then the 


suspicion has arisen that the baggage of 
Gen. Grant was robbed on his way from 
this city to Galve&lon last spring and of- 
ficers of the railway have been looking af- 
ter Filzpatrick and King. It was ascer- 
tained that these men had passed through 
St. Louis COr Kansas City, and last night 
Detective Beyers, of the Iron Mountain 
road, and officer Stewart, of the police 
force of this city started for that place. 
A telegram from them to-day stated that 
Fitzpatrick had becji arrested and th<it 
King had gone to Sedalia, Missouri. 
Measures were immediately taken for his 
arrest there on the arrival of the train, und 
the probabilities are that he will be cap- 
tured to-night. Theae men lett a solid sil- 
ver soap box at Texarktina and while 
passing through here telegraphed to that 
place to have it forwaided to them at 
Kansas City. It was intercepted Jiere by 
the officers of the Iron Mountain road, 
and is now in the possession of Col. Sapcr. 
It cantains a very fine gold badge, pre- 
sented to Gen. Grant by the veterans pf 
the Mexican war in S»n Francisco. Also 
a gold bage presented ft him by the Na- 
tional Association of Vetrans, and a badge 
of a very elaborate design with various in- 
scriptions ou it, one of them being "M.Q. 
Loyal League U. 6." This had been set 
with jewels but most of them had been 
taken out. On the person of Fitzpatrick 
when arrested was found a large medal, 
lion in the form of a Russian bear, set 
with diamonds. This was presented tp 
the general by the Emperor of Russia, 
and a maltzese cross sot with seventeen 
diamonds, four pf which Had beent*

hese 37,550 Indians only 10,223 have 


assumed the ways of civilized people, 
and wear citizen's dress. 
There are en- 


gaged in civil pursuits 3,903, nearly all 
being agriculturalists. They have twenty, 
one day schools and eight boarding 
schools. 
There are 3,773 children of a 


schoolable age, and of these 648 girls and 
417 boys attend school. 
The a\ -rage 


daily attendance is 826, which will com- 
pare favorably with any white scho )ls. 
The whole number of Dakota ID aans 
who can read is set down at 1,305, of 
whom 103 have learned to read within 
the yearl 
The number of Indians who 


have died was 389, and the number of 
children born was 530, showing an in- 
crease in the Dakota tribes of 130. The 
amount of land held in reset ves by these 
Indians amounts to the enormous body 
of 41,999,456 acres, ot which over 5,000,000 
is good fanning land. 
The Indians only 


cultivate 16,150 acres of their land. Last 
year they raised 34,172 bushels of wheat, 
75,401 bushels of corn, 2,452 bushels ot 
barley, and 62,593 bushels ot vegetables. 
The Dakota Indians own 24,193 head ot 
horses, 6,781 head of cattle, and 632 
swine.

THE terrible massacres and persecutions 


of the Jews in Russia are due to the suspi- 
cion among the ignorant peasantry that the 
Jews are Nihilists. Bather a large percent- 
age of those who have been brought to 
trial by the government for participation in 
Nihilist plots have been Jews; but that 
tnere is no justification if or the anti- Jewish 
policy of the government, on the alleged 
ground of Jewish sympathy with Nihilism, 
is proved by the fact that the Nihilist lead- 
ers themselves are encouraging the out- 
breaks. The government is in reality re- 
sponsible. A law of Alexander I, at the 
beginning of the present century, empow- 
ering governors of provinces to expel all the 
Jews, long a dead letter, has been vital- 
ized by the present emperor. This cruel 
measure, now revived, wa& rarely pat hi 
force even at its origin, and evidently had 
been almost forgotten.

HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED.

Scores sank 
into the water without effoit, while raaay others 
who ware precipitated into the river nnhnr 
rent the air wi(h pheir vain appeals for tha 
succor' \vhich those of the passengers who were 
safe were powerless to extend. 


It was midnight before the bodies so lar re- 


covered were brought back to the city. Here a 
a most heartrending scene onsuetl. The bodies 
as fast as transferred from the steamer were 
laid out in rows by the river side, all in their 
holiday attire, and with the aid of torches the 
faces were eagerly scanned by hundreds of 
friends looking for their missing ones. A good- 
ly proportion of drowned are men in middle 
life, and many are children of tender age. As 
fast as corpses were dlaimed they Were taken 
in charge of by their friends and removed to 
their homes.

Men—The Price of a Good Wife. 


From the St Louis GlobeDe-mocrat 


Among the northwestern tribes of In- 


diana innocence is as marked among the 
girls • as their color. The impression that 
the red maiden does not entertain a higB, 
standard of morality is an error, for she is 
taught as other girls are, and grows up with 
Well-developed ideas of the responsibilities 
of life, and a firm icsolution to discharge 
them. Educated in the faith that she-was 
Ordained to work, she trains herself to\un-' 
dergoing hard labor, and at sixteen yfears 
of age, is sturdy and strong, brave ugaljnst 
fatigue, and a perfect house-wife. She 
may ' not possess New England notion^ of 
cleanliness, but she takes not a little pride 
in her personal appearance, and in ti»e 
arrangement xif her lodge she displays 
some crude/ ideas of taste and 
a cef 


tain amount of neatness. 


If she marries a white man she makes 


him a good wife us long as she lives with 
him. His home is her sole comfort and 
his comfort her ambition. 
She thinks of 


him and for him, and makes it her study 
to please him and make him respect and 
love her. 
She recognizes in him one of a 


superior race, and by her •dignity and devo- 
tion endears herself to him and struggles to 
make him happy. 


At the agencies "on the upper frontier 


thousands of men are employed, and it is 
not an exaggeration to say that the majority 
of them have Indian wives and live happily. 
They are not sought after by the maidens, 
for the Indian girl's custom is to remain 
quiet until the marriage contract is made 
and the marriage portion paid o\er. 
The 


husband must have the dowry, with which 
he must invest his projected mother-in-law 
before the ceremony takes place. 


The process is a little out of the usual run 


and a descriptiou way be of interest. 
The 


aspiring bridegroom must be well known 
in the tribe before he can hope touwin a 
wife. Her people want to thoroughly un- 
derstand him and know if he can support 
not only her but also her relatives in the 
event of apinch. He mustbeakind-hearted 
man, with a temper warranted to keep m 
any domestic ehmute, and he must have a 
good lodge and at least half a dozen horses. 
If he be, .md have all these, he can a woo- 
ing go. Selecting the Lidy, he makes ap- 
plication to her mother, and at a council 
the price is fixed upon. If the girl is es"- 
pecully pietty her mother will cleumud si 
gun, two horses aud a lot of piovisions, 
bl.mkets and cloth. A gun ih valued at 
$20, a horse »t §20, and he must furnish 
material to bring the amount up to from 
$100 to $150. 


Then he hies to beat the dame down, 


and if he succeeds he knows tneie is some 
reason for letting tbe girl go; if not, he 
understands that he is 
making * good 


choice. The courtship is left entiiely to 
the toother. • She Tcommunicates the intel- 
igence to the bride-elect, who dutifully sets 
upon preparing the lodge for the nnptiiils. 
Relatives and friends congi egate. form a 
circle, pound a drum and ha\e a feast, at 
the conclusion of which the man and girl 
stand up. AbLinketit, thionii over their 
heads, under which they exchange vows of 
fidelity, after which the mother blesses 
them, and. the ceremony is complete. 
But 


it fares badly with the man who plentifully 
stocks his wedding lodge. His wife will 
give awaj every thing be gives her, and 
stores intendedfor a month will disappear 
in an hour. He, if he be called cautious, 
will give her barely enough to eat until he 
teaches economy, a lesson which once 
thoroughly learned she never forgets. 


For some time after the wedding tbe new- 


ly made relatives haunt the happy lodge, 
demanding that they be feasted and cared 
for. Woe unto him who accedes in the 
slightest. A firm refusal well persevered 
in is all that will save him a life of misery. 


According to prairie law it is disreputa- 


ble in a white man to abandon his dusky 
wife until she has grown to old to work for 
him. Then he may send her back to her 
tribe if he so elect. The obligation upon 
tne wife is different. 
She may not desert 


her husband for another white man, but 
she may leave him for an Jndmn who wants 
to marry her, provided she have no chil- 
dren. If a squaw desffes to abandon her 
husband, the Indian of her choice must 
pay back the price originally paid to her 
mother. He may abate no jot or tittle, and 
it is iu such payment that the divorce is . 
perfected. 


She then becomes a single women, free 


to marry, but she cannot live iu the vicini- 
ty inhabited by her former husband. 
She 


must move away with her new venture. 
Such divorces are not unfre ,uent. It is'n 
difficult thing for the squaw to perfectly 
adapt herselr to her white husband. 
He 


may be of the kindest disposition, but his 
ways are not her ways, and though she 
struggles with all her strength to draw 
closer to him and try to make ber existence a 
part of his, she cannot make him one of 
her kind, and she drifts aw ay from him. 
The birth of children directs her thoughts 
to a new channel and lessens the charms 
between them, but without them he has but 
little hope of keeping her to himself. Soon- 
er or later she will find her affinity.

THE BBVOLUTIO'NAIiY PLBliJfD. 


The Pleiad of the American Hevolution was 


a remarkable body, and was composed of young 
Tnen who werff friends and comrades1: ' Joel 
Bai low, John Trumbull, Francis i Hop kinson, 
Timothy Dwight, Kara Stiles, pavid Hum- 
phreys and Lemuel Hopkins. Al| seven were 
deeply uevont, and sis of them were clergy- 
men — at that day considered the moist important 
of 
the 
professions. 
Dwigtyt, 
Trurn- 


bull, 
Barlow 
and 
Humphreys 
were 


undergraduates ia Yale college at tho same 
time, and thair friendship was forfrel iu the 
fire of patriotic versification. Tho Revolution- 
ary war was just breaking out, ai|d those four 
mot, with Hopkiusou, Hopkiua and Stiles, at 
Wethersfield, Conn., wheie what 'was left of 
Yale college • had retreated, anJ| there they 
formed their famous league of "The Pleiades." 
From that hour they poured forth onica aud 
lyrics, both hymns and satirical songs, which 
*ore caught up and sung by "tho yoomnnry witn 
inflammatory effect fron town to town. Occa- 
sionally, they wrote in concert, turning off 
newspapers, magazines (The Echo), pamphlets, 
and long poems like The Auarchiad, of* three 
or four hundred pagoH, by each contributing a 
part; hut oftoncr their single contributions 
proved effective. 


Hopkinaon's Battlo of the Kegs, now very 


dull reading, set tho whole country in a roar, 
and gavo over the British troops to derision. 
He was a flue artist aud a skilful musician; 
often ho composed popular airs to his own 
Bongd, and sometimes accompanied their pub- 
lication with graphic pictures. But the chief 
service which he performed was iu giving to 
Ins country the sou who composed Hail Colum- 
bia. 


Timothy Dwigbt was a grandson of Jonathan 


Edwards, and li« wrote a good many uopular 
songs of the fervent and heroic sort He lived 
to bo president of Yale collese, aud to pro- 
duce a religions epic entitled The Conoyuest of 
Canaan, consisting of no less than eleven 
bookn. No public library of New York con- 
tains this work ; nobody of the present genera- 
tion has. ever read it, aud few have ever beard 
of it; but Dwight will long be 'remembered, 
not so much as tho .ancestor .of college presi- 
dents or the versifier of the Psalms, as 
for writing aud sotting to music ''Columbia, the 
Gorn of th$ Ocean." , '

John Trumbnll was a son'of Jonathan- Trum- 


bnll, tbe statesman of whom Washington was 
accustomed to speak familiarly as ''Brother 
Jonathan." . iJohu distinguished himself for 
having mastered most ,pf • the English poets 
when ho was six, aud being fitted to enter Yale 
College when he-was Bevou. He was compelled 
to "waste six vears— the most valuable years of 
my hfe,""ho wrote complaiiungly to his elder 
brother, and he spout those years devouring 
tho Greek classics and writing Latin poetry. 
He graduated at seventeen and was mado 
Washington's second aide-de-camp, Jonathan, 
his brother, being the first The two brothers 
wero often coufoaudod,aa when Sheridan wrote 
how 


"David and Jonathan, Joel and Timothy. 
Over the water have set up the uyma of the" — 
But Trnmbnll was far the greater — more 
brilliant and accomplished. He studied with 
Benjamin West, and" painted a largo number of 
very creditable battle-pieces, of which four, 
purchased at a cost of $32,000, now embel- 
lish, more or less, the panels of the rotunda at 
Washington. Hi> wrote McFingal, a satirical 
epic, not very deep in plot or coherent in nar- 
rative, 'out so admirable in versification that 
some of its couplets, like, for instance, 


"As sun, well-aimed at durk or pi oven 
Bears wide and kicks the owner over," 


are often crodi*<;d to Hubidras. Ho tyaa a mas- 
ter of octosyllabic verse, and, perhaps, Hx> 
most able and brilliant of the "Pleiades."" But 
he had opportunities that none of the others 
had, not only in his birth and training, but in 
his war career, and his experience of eight 
months in a London prison, constantly threat*.

Though one of the 
most bitter and savage of controversialists, and 
one of the most malignant of partisans, as me 
libeloua attacks on Washington show, he wooed

THE ANTE-HfeBELLION PLEIAD. 


Seven wonderfully brilliant fellows mad to 
meet at Pfaff's restaurant before ths war for 
tbe Union. This was a famous rendezvous for 
Bohemians; and, drawn thither by thei com- 
mon habit of eating and drinking, Fitz James 
O'Brien, William Winter, George Arnold, Fred 
Cozzans, T. B. Aldnch, R. H. Stoddard and 
Bayard Taylor used often to come face to face.

iuarck Monday and immediately begau 
•loading for up river points. 


TUB FAR WKST 


was t'he first boat to return and iu honor

had her flags flyiug. 


Capt. Campbell, her commander, has been 
•un the nver ever since he was old enough 
to know a steamboat trom.alocoinotvive— 
having commenced as cabin boy on the 
Ohio river, and worked his way up to the 
position of being one of the very best aud 
most favorably known captains on west- 
ern waters. Like Col. O'Connor, the rep. 
reeentattve of his line nt Bismarck, he is 
never asleep, and there is no one who can 
ap early enough in the morning to get 
ahead of him. In a chat witb the report, 
er Momlay. Capt. Campbell stated that 
the Far West arrived at Fo rt Yates at 2 
o'clock Sunday morning, unloaded the In- 
<lians, dciiurted at 4 a. in., a/id arrived at 
liisuit-rck at 8 o'clock Sunday evening. 
In HUth haste was the F.ir We«l to gel 
>>uck to Bisnwrck iti.cad ot° the dlur 
lioats that she tftok to Standing Uuck and 
lirought buck a lar^e quantity o! bull'iio 
robes and furs (but were unloaded yester- 
day. On the down trip, one evening the 
captain ordered the deck cleared and 
lights bung up which gave tlie Indians un 
opportunity to enjoy a war dance, much 
to thejr own delight and the gratification 
of the other passengers. Coffee was ulso 
served by the boat and the Indians upon 
leaving, evinced their gratitude to Capt. 
Campbell for the kind manner in which 
they bad been treated. On Thursday 
uveaiug at Berthold, an Indian fell over- 
board from the Far West, and having a 
rope thrown to him, grabbed it in his 
•teeth find thereby hid life was s:ived. The 
.accidental drowning of u squaw and pa- 
poose seemed to have A depressing effect 
upon i!he Indians who regard everything 
jn a superstitious light. Upon arriving 
Ml Fort Yate*. Capt Campbell atafes that 
a targe number of agency Indians came 
down to the ianding on foot and on horse- 
back, bat while they eyed closely the new 
arrivals of their lowu race and tribe not 
.even a look of recognition or a word 
passed between them «o long as the boat 
remained. 


THE HELENA 


arrived at Yates at 9:30 Saturday nigh , 
left at 3:15 a. in. and was the* .second boat 
1o arrive at Bismarck having tied up to 
thu bank at 7:30 M mday morning, £f- 
•ter baying stopped below long enough to 
lake oh thirty cords of wood. Captain 
Fecto states that bis Indians were very 
<«deriy and that no trouble was exper 
jejaced on the ttip from In-ginning to end. 
Chief JGaul, a. nephew of Sitting Bull, and 
one of his lieutenants at the Ouster, mas. 
sacrejwas at all times tne center of at- 
traction, and although he h*s been twice 
Wbot, and once pinned to the ground by 
two soldier's bayonets he evinced no fear, 
and now considers himself "tlie white 
man's friend." Upon arriving at'Yatwt 
•Gar*! vas met by bis aged mother and a 
very effecting sccjue transpired that was, 
of course, unstudied and natural, and yet 
drumniic omnigli to p'ace upon the stage.

freeing him, ran forward and placed her 
head upon hia bosom, knelt at his feet, 
kissed liishands, and' wept, and made 
many familiar demonstrations of joy.
